LYNN MARTIN further details.

INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 
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On Monday, May 15, 2017, at approximately 4:31 a.m., GBI Special Agent JUSTIN 
LOWTHORPE contacted LYNN MARTIN via telephone. MARTIN was identified as a 
Stewart Detention Center Captain. SA LOWTHORPE contacted MARTIN in order to 
obtain a briefing regarding the investigation. MARTIN stated essentially the following: 

On that date, at approximately 1:00 a.m., a detainee located in (1) of the isolation cells 
was found hanging in the cell. The victim was identified as JEAN CARLOS 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. Detention Officers, medical staff, and Stewart County EMTs 
attempted to revive JIMENEZ-JOSEPH, but all were unsuccessful. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH 
was transported to the Phoebe Sumter Hospital, 126 Highway 280, Americus, Sumter 
County, Georgia. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH had already been pronounced deceased. 

MARTIN had no further information to provide at that time.

INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 
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On Monday, May 15, 2017, at approximately 5:52 a.m., GBI Special Agent JUSTIN 
LOWTHORPE was located at the Stewart Detention Center, 146 CCA Road, Lumpkin, 
Stewart County, Georgia. At that location, SA LOWTHORPE contacted RICHARD 
SPIVEY and TROY POLLOCK. SPIVEY was identified as the Stewart Detention 
Center Warden. POLLOCK was identified as the Stewart Detention Center Assistant 
Warden. SA LOWTHORPE contacted SPIVEY and POLLOCK in order to obtain a 
briefing regarding the investigation. SPIVEY and POLLOCK stated essentially the 
following: 

JEAN CARLOS JIMENEZ-JOSEPH (DOB^^J/90) was a detainee at the Stewart 
Detention Center. The Stewart Detention Center was identified as an ICE facility that 
was privately owned by CoreCivic. CoreCivic was previously name Correction 
Corporation of America. 

On Tuesday, March 7, 2017, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was placed at the Stewart Detention 
Center. There were no issues or disturbances initially reported on JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. 

On Thursday, April 27, 2017, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was placed in a segregation cell for 20 
days. The incident report showed that was due to JIMENEZ-JOSEPH jumping off of a 
2nd floor walkway down to the 1st floor. 

On Tuesday, May 2, 2017, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH received 3 more days in addition to the 
20 days. The incident reports showed on that date that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH 
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exposed JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s penis to the nursing staff. 

On Monday, May 15, 2017, at approximately 12:45 a.m., Detention Officer FREDDY 
WIMS was doing a round count at JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s cell and observed 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH hanging by JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s neck from a sheet. The other end 
of the sheet was tied to the sprinkler head. 

The other members of the Stewart Detention Center that assisted WIMS were identified 
as follows: 

Officer FRANKLIN SIMMONS, Lieutenant GERALD RICHARDSON, Officer JENASJIA 
BROADAWAY, Officer LIZ KEENER, and Captain LYNN MARTIN. 

The members of the medical staff that responded were as follows: 

R.N. SHUNTELLE ANDERSON and R.N. DAVIS ENGLISH. 

Stewart County EMT’s were dispatched to the Stewart Detention Center and transported 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH to Phoebe Sumter Medical Center, 126 Highway 280 West, 
Americus, Sumter County, Georgia. SPIVEY and POLLOCK were later advised that 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was pronounced deceased while at the Phoebe Sumter Medical 
Center. 

Neither SPIVEY nor POLLOCK observed JIMENEZ-JOSEPH on that morning prior to 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH being transported to Phoebe Sumter Medical Center. 

SPIVEY and POLLOCK advised that SPIVEY and POLLOCK were unable to access any 
medication or medical information regarding anyone at the Stewart Detention 
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Center. POLLOCK provided contact information for JAMES BLANKENSHIP for any 
medical request. BLANKENSHIP was identified as a Captain with ICE Health Services 
Corps. 

POLLOCK advised that since JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s detainment at Stewart Detention 
Center, the only visitation on file for JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was on Saturday, May 13, 2017. 

SA LOWTHORPE requested numerous documents/records on file regarding this 
investigation. POLLOCK advised that POLLOCK would provide the documents/records 
as the documents/records became available. Each receipt of documents was 
documented separately.

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On Monday, May 15, 2017, at approximately 6:35 a.m., GBI Special Agent JUSTIN 
LOWTHORPE was located at the Stewart Detention Center, 146 CCA Road, Lumpkin, 
Stewart County, Georgia. While at that location, SA LOWTHORPE contacted FREDDY 
WIMS. WIMS was identified as a Stewart County Detention Center Detention Officer. 
SA LOWTHORPE contacted WIMS regarding any information WIMS could provide in 
this investigation. 

Prior to the interview, SA LOWTHORPE read the following statement to WIMS: 

This investigation is to determine whether any criminal laws have been violated that 
resulted in the death of JEAN CARLOS JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. It is not an administrative 
or disciplinary inquiry. You are not being compelled to make any statement or answer 
any questions. Your cooperation in this investigation is completely voluntary. 

WIMS understood the statement and wished to continue with the interview. WIMS stated 
essentially the following: 

WIMS’ schedule was Sunday, May 14, 2017, at approximately 10:00 p.m., to Monday, 
May 15, 2017, at approximately 6:00 a.m. WIMS was assigned to Segregation Unit 7A 
for that shift. 

On Sunday, May 14, 2017, at approximately 10:08 p.m., WIMS conducted WIMS initial 
round count. The round count was identified as a check of all person(s) in a 
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specific unit. Each round count was documented with time and the Detention Officer’s 
initials. WIMS advised in Segregation Unit 7A, WIMS was to conduct a round count 
every (30) minutes. There were (4) inmates that were on a round count every (15) 
minutes. During that initial round count, WIMS recalled checking on Cell 102. JEAN 
CARLOS JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was identified as the inmate in Cell 102. When WIMS 
checked on Cell 102, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH showed WIMS a drawing of 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH drew a lot of self-portraits. 

On Monday, May 15, 2017, at approximately 12:45 a.m. WIMS looked in the window of 
Cell 102 for a round count. WIMS did not see JIMENEZ-JOSEPH on the bed or on the 
floor. WIMS observed JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s head slumped over on the other side of the 
commode, with a “noose” tied around JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s neck. The “noose” was 
identified as a white bed sheet. The other end of the “noose” was tied around the 
sprinkler head. WIMS advised all staff of the “Medical Emergency” via radio. WIMS 
obtained a “cut-down tool” from the main control area. The “cut-down tool” was 
identified as a hook shaped knife. 

When WIMS returned to Cell 102, Detention Officer FRANKLIN SIMMONS was standing 
at the cell door. SIMMONS did not have a key to that cell. WIMS unlocked and 
opened the cell door. SIMMONS and WIMS entered the cell. WIMS called 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s name but no answer. SIMMONS lifted JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s body 
and WIMS used the “cut-down tool” to cut the sheet. WIMS and SIMMONS laid 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s body on the cell floor. It appeared JIMENEZ-JOSEPH did not 
have a pulse. WIMS and SIMMONS began CPR on JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. The 
Emergency Response Team and Medical Staff arrived. The medical staff took over 
attempting to revive JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. 
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Approximately (10) minutes, Stewart County EMT’s arrived and took over attempting to 
revive JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. EMT’s then transported JIMENEZ-JOSEPH to the hospital. 

On date of incident, at approximately 12:13 a.m., Lieutenant GERALD RICHARDSON 
did a round count in Segregation Unit 7A and checked on Cell 102. WIMS could not 
recall an exact time but believed that WIMS last checked on Cell 102 approximately (1) 
hour prior to RICHARDSON’S round count. WIMS could not recall exactly how many 
times throughout the shift that WIMS actually checked on Cell 102. Each time WIMS 
checked on Cell 102, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was either lying or sitting on the bed. WIMS 
recalled checking on Cell 102 approximately (3) total times. The approximate (3) times 
were described as: The 1st round count was the initial check upon WIMS starting the 
shift, the 2nd round count was at an unknown time during the shift, and the 3rd round 
count was when WIMS observed JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s body hanging from the sheet. 
WIMS was extremely busy with the normal job duties. The other Detention Officer 
assigned to Segregation Unit 7A was assigned to “1 on 1” suicide watch. The duties 
included the round counts upstairs, the round counts downstairs, paperwork, and taking 
inmates to the shower area. 

WIMS had not had any issues with JIMENEZ-JOSEPH in the past at the Stewart 
Detention Center. WIMS was unaware if any staff had any issues with 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH at the Stewart Detention Center. WIMS was the only Detention 
Officer at that time that had keys to unlock the Segregation Unit 7A cell doors. 

It was noted, after the conclusion of the interview, SA LOWTHORPE contacted WIMS 
via telephone. SA LOWTHORPE contacted WIMS regarding the clothing that 
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JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was wearing at the time of the incident. WIMS recalled 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH wearing red detention center-issued pants, but could not recall if 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was wearing a shirt or if JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was shirtless.

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On Monday, May 15, 2017, at approximately 7:04 a.m., GBI Special Agent JUSTIN 
LOWTHORPE was located at the Stewart Detention Center, 146 CCA Road, Lumpkin, 
Stewart County, Georgia. While at that location, SA LOWTHORPE contacted 
FRANKLIN SIMMONS. SIMMONS was identified as a Stewart County Detention 
Center Detention Officer. SA LOWTHORPE contacted SIMMONS regarding any 
information SIMMONS could provide in this investigation. 

During the interview, SA LOWTHORPE read the following statement to SIMMONS: 

This investigation is to determine whether any criminal laws have been violated that 
resulted in the death of JEAN CARLOS JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. It is not an administrative 
or disciplinary inquiry. You are not being compelled to make any statement or answer 
any questions. Your cooperation in this investigation is completely voluntary. 

SIMMONS understood the statement and wished to continue with the interview. 
SIMMONS stated essentially the following: 

SIMMONS’ schedule was Sunday, May 14, 2017, at approximately 2:00 p.m., to 
Monday, May 15, 2017, at approximately 6:00 a.m. SIMMONS worked (2) shifts at that 
time. Regarding the 2:00 p.m. to 10:00 p.m. shift, SIMMONS was assigned to Unit 2 
D-Pod. Regarding the 10:00 p.m. to 6 a.m. shift, SIMMONS was assigned to 
Segregation Unit 7B for that shift. 
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On Monday, May 15, 2017, at an unknown time early that morning, SIMMONS heard a 
“Medical Emergency” call on the radio in Segregation Unit 7A. SIMMONS responded to 
Segregation Unit 7A. SIMMONS waited at Cell 102 for Detention Officer FREDDY 
WIMS to return to the cell and unlock the cell door. WIMS had to go obtain the “cutting 
tool”. WIMS unlocked and opened the door. SIMMONS entered Cell 102 and 
observed an inmate hanging. SIMMONS was unsure of the inmate’s name. The 
inmate was later identified as JEAN CARLOS JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH 
was non-responsive. SIMMONS picked up JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. WIMS cut the sheet. 
SIMMONS and WIMS laid JIMENEZ-JOSEPH on the cell floor. SIMMONS started CPR 
on JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. SIMMONS did CPR. SIMMONS told WIMS to go get a CPR 
mask and to call 911. 

A few minutes after that, The Emergency Response Team and Medical Staff arrived. 
Medical Staff took over performing CPR. Stewart Detention Center Captain LYNN 
MARTIN arrived and advised SIMMONS to go open the gates to allow Stewart County 
EMT’s to enter. An unknown Stewart Detention Center Detention Officer was already 
opening the gates for EMT’s. SIMMONS held a door open for EMT’s to enter. EMT’s 
advised to SIMMONS to obtain the backboard from the EMT’s stretcher so EMT’s could 
place JIMENEZ-JOSEPH on the stretcher. 

SIMMONS had not had any issues with JIMENEZ-JOSEPH in the past at the Stewart 
Detention Center. SIMMONS was unaware if any staff or other inmates had any issues 
with JIMENEZ-JOSEPH in the past at the Stewart Detention Center. 

WIMS was the only Detention Officer that had keys to Cell 102 at the time. Detention 
Officer COREY JERNIGAN was the other Detention Officer assigned to 
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Segregation Unit 7A. JERNIGAN was assigned to “1 on 1” watch of another inmate in 
Segregation Unit 7A. JERNIGAN was not involved in the incident. 

After the conclusion of the interview, SA LOWTHORPE contacted SIMMONS via 
telephone. SA LOWTHORPE contacted SIMMONS regarding the clothing that 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was wearing at the time of the incident. SIMMONS recalled 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was wearing red detention center-issued pants. SIMMONS further 
recalled that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was not wearing a shirt, shoes, or socks. The only 
clothing JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was wearing were the red pants.

RICHARDSON could provide in this investigation. 

Prior to the interview, SA LOWTHORPE read the following statement to RICHARDSON: 

This investigation is to determine whether any criminal laws have been violated that 
resulted in the death of JEAN CARLOS JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. It is not an administrative 
or disciplinary inquiry. You are not being compelled to make any statement or answer 
any questions. Your cooperation in this investigation is completely voluntary. 

RICHARDSON understood the statement and wished to continue with the interview. 
RICHARDSON stated essentially the following: 

RICHARDSON’S schedule was Sunday, May 14, 2017, at approximately 6:00 p.m., to 
Monday, May 15, 2017, at approximately 6:00 a.m. RICHARDSON would make round 
counts through the numerous different Units throughout the shift. 

On Sunday, May 14, 2017, at approximately 11:59 p.m., RICHARDSON did a 
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walkthrough in Segregation Unit 7A. When RICHARDSON walked by Cell 102, 
RICHARDSON glanced in the cell. RICHARDSON could not recall what exactly JEAN 
CARLOS JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was doing. RICHARDSON believed that 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was sitting on the bed. 

On Monday, May 15, 2017, at approximately 12:45 a.m., RICHARDSON was in the 
intake area. RICHARDSON heard a “Medical Emergency” call on the radio. 
RICHARDSON responded to Segregation Unit 7A. 

Upon arrival, Detention Officers FREDDY WIMS and FRANKLIN SIMMONS were 
already inside Cell 102. RICHARDSON was advised that WIMS previously cut 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH down from hanging. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s body was on the cell 
floor and SIMMONS was attempting to perform CPR on JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. The 
Emergency Response Team and Medical Staff arrived after RICHARDSON. 

RICHARDSON did not have any involvement with medical treatment of 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. Captain LYNN MARTIN was in charge of contacting 911 to 
request EMS. RICHARDSON went out to assist EMS with entering the Stewart 
Detention Center. 

RICHARDSON did not have any issues with JIMENEZ-JOSEPH in the past. 
RICHARDSON believed that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was in Segregation Unit 7A due to 
behavioral issues. No issues were reported to RICHARDSON regarding 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH in the past. 

After the conclusion of the interview, SA LOWTHORPE contacted RICHARDSON via 
telephone. SA LOWTHORPE contacted RICHARDSON regarding the clothing 
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that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was wearing at the time of the incident. RICHARDSON 
advised that when RICHARDSON arrived to Cell 102 after the “Medical Emergency” call, 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was already laying on the ground and CPR was being performed. 
RICHARDSON recalled JIMENEZ-JOSEPH wearing red detention center-issued pants. 
RICHARDSON knew that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH did not have a shirt on at that time, 
because RICHARDSON recalled CPR being performed with “skin on skin” (hands on 
chest) contact. RICHARDSON was unaware if JIMENEZ-JOSEPH had a shirt on prior 
to CPR.

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On Monday, May 15, 2017, at approximately 7:25 a.m., GBI Special Agent JAMES 
GIBSON was located at 146 CCA Road in Lumpkin, Stewart County, GA. That location 
was identified as the Stewart Detention Center. Agent GIBSON was at that location for 
the purpose of conducting an interview with DAVIS ENGLISH. ENGLISH was identified 
as a nurse at the Stewart Detention Center. Prior to beginning the interview, Agent 
GIBSON read ENGLISH the following statement: 

This investigation is to determine whether any criminal laws have been violated during 
the incident. It is not an administrative or disciplinary inquiry. You are not being 
compelled to give any statement or answer any questions. Your cooperation in this 
investigation is voluntary. 

ENGLISH understood the statement Agent GIBSON read to ENGLISH and agreed that 
no one had compelled ENGLISH to participate in the interview. ENGLISH wanted to 
continue with the interview. ENGLISH stated essentially the following: 

ENGLISH was working the overnight shift at the Stewart Detention Center from May 14 
to May 15, 2017. Working the night shift, ENGLISH only saw patients if there was a 
problem or if a patient needed something. ENGLISH and SHUNTELLE ANDERSON 
were called to a possible hanging at 12:45 a.m. The victim in this case was JEAN 
CARLOS JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. ENGLISH was familiar with JIMENEZ-JOSEPH but did 
not see JIMENEZ-JOSEPH regularly. 

ENGLISH and ANDERSON arrived at JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s cell at approximately 
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12:48 a.m. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was on the floor of the cell and officers were performing 
CPRon JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH had no pulse. ENGLISH placed an 
AED on JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. The on screen instructions on the AED said do not shock. 
ANDERSON and ENGLISH performed CPR on JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. 

EMS arrived at the Stewart Detention Center at approximately 12:57 a.m. and on scene 
at about 1:03 a.m. ENGLISH and ANDERSON were still doing CPR. EMS put their 
own AED on JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. The second AED also said do not shock. EMS 
continued CPR. EMS hooked JIMENEZ-JOSEPH up to an IV and administered 
medication. EMS loaded JIMENEZ-JOSEPH onto a stretcher and transported 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH to the ambulance. EMS was continuing CPR all the way to the 
ambulance. An officer rode with EMS to the hospital to assist with compressions on 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. 

In JIMINEZ-JOSEPH's cell, a sheet was tied to a sprinkler head on the wall. There was 
also a piece of a bed sheet on the floor that officers had removed from 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s neck before ENGLISH arrived on scene. 

JIMENEZ-JOSEPH had been on suicide watch and was undergoing mental evaluations. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was on psych medications but ENGLISH was not sure which ones.

ANDERSON 
had been making ANDERSON’S rounds and distributing medication to various inmates.

At 12:45 a.m. on May 15, 2017, ANDERSON was called to JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s cell for 
a medical emergency. When ANDERSON arrived, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was on the floor 
of the cell and officers were giving JIMENEZ-JOSEPH CPR. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s lips, 
fingers, and toes appeared blue. ANDERSON and the other nurse on duty, DAVIS

ANDERSON observed marks on JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s neck. 

ANDERSON had seen JIMENEZ-JOSEPH several days before May 15, 2017. 
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JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was standing on the toilet in JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s cell and banging 
on the mirror above the vanity. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH seemed agitated. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH said the voices would not leave JIMENEZ-JOSEPH alone. 
ANDERSON asked JIMENEZ-JOSEPH if JIMENEZ-JOSEPH wanted to harm

On Monday, May 15, 2017, at approximately 8:30 a.m., GBI Special Agent JAMES 
GIBSON was located at Unit 7A, Cell, 146 CCA Road, Lumpkin, Stewart County, GA. 
That location was identified as a prison cell inside the Stewart Detention Center. That 
was the location where JEAN CARLOS JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was found non-responsive 
earlier in the morning. When Agent GIBSON arrived at the scene, the cell door was 
locked and evidence tape was taped in front of it. A sign was on the door that read “DO 
NOT ENTER”. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH had been transported to the hospital and was not at 
the scene. 

Agent GIBSON had been escorted through the prison by Assistant Warden TROY 
POLLOCK. Agent GIBSON read aloud the GBI Waiver of Constitutional Rights to a 
Search Warrant to POLLOCK. POLLOCK agreed to the search and signed the waiver. 
The form was digitally attached to this summary. 

The weather outside was of no evidentiary value. The interior of the prison was heated 
and cooled. 

The scene was inside a single occupancy prison cell. The door to the cell was metal 
with two glass windows. The cell had no other doors or windows. The cell had cement 
block walls painted white and a concrete floor. The ceiling was smooth and painted 
white. A metal bed, two metal shelves, a metal vanity/lavatory combination, and a 
metal mirror were the only furniture items in the cell. All of the furniture was bolted to 
the walls and/or floor. There was a mattress pad on the bed.

Several items of clothing and bedding were scattered on the bed. Medical debris and a 
portion of what appeared to be a bed sheet tied in knots were on the floor. Papers and 
books were stacked up on the shelves. A cup and other items were in the sink. A 
portion of the bed sheet was tied around a sprinkler head on the wall above the vanity. 
The portion of sheet was tied tightly around the sprinkler head, behind the trim ring on 
the wall. 

Agent GIBSON photographed the exterior of the door to the cell and the interior of the 
cell. All photographs were taken with a Nikon D7100 digital camera and were digitally 
attached to this summary. 

The overall measurements of the cell were 13’6” long by 7’ wide. The cell door 
measured 2’10” wide. All directions are based on standing in the doorway viewing 
forward into the cell. The wall on the left side of the cell measured 13’6” long. The wall 
opposite of the door measured 7’ long. To the left of the door was a short section of 
wall parallel with the wall on the right. Past the short section of wall, the wall was 
angled away from the door. The vanity and lavatory combination was on the angled 
section of wall. The angled section of wall measured 4’3” wide. Above the vanity was 
a polished metal mirror. Above the mirror and offset to the right was a sprinkler head. 
The sprinkler head was located 7’3” off of the floor and 12” from the far left wall. A 
crime scene sketch was digitally attached to this summary. 

The portion of bed sheet on the floor had been removed from JIMINEZ’s neck by prison 
staff. The portion of sheet had three individual knots tied in it. There was no loop in 
the sheet. The sheet measured approximately 3’2” long. The portion of bed sheet was 
photographed and collected as evidence. The sheet was placed in a paper bag and 
tagged with GBI Evidence Property Tag # BB18876. 
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Agent GIBSON was not allowed to bring tools or sharp instruments into the prison. 

Agent GIBSON was unable to remove the portion of bed sheet tied around the sprinkler 
head. Assistant Warden POLLOCK called for a maintenance technician to assist Agent 
GIBSON. DAVID YOUNG responded and attempted to remove the portion of sheet 
without cutting the knot. The trim ring around the sprinkler head was not able to be 
removed without disturbing the sprinkler head. YOUNG attempted to cut the trim ring 
off of the sprinkler head without activating the sprinkler system but was unsuccessful. 
YOUNG eventually was forced to cut the sheet on the opposite side of the knot to 
remove it from the sprinkler head. 

The sheet measured approximately 2’5” long. The portion of bed sheet was 
photographed and collected as evidence. The sheet was placed in a paper bag and 
tagged with GBI Evidence Property Tag # BB18877. 

Agent GIBSON searched the cell for any other items of evidentiary value. Agent 
GIBSON looked through the papers stacked on the shelves in the cell. Several 
drawings and hand written notes were photographed. Numerous drawings had been 
made on the cell walls. The walls and the drawings were photographed. No notes, 
letters, or drawings indicated any intentions to harm anyone. 

Agent GIBSON did not identify any other items of evidentiary value at the incident 
location. 

The scene was turned over to Assistant Warden POLLOCK. 

Investigative act concluded at approximately 10:00 a.m. 
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On Monday, May 15, 2017, at approximately 8:32 a.m., GBI Special Agent JUSTIN 
LOWTHORPE was located at the Stewart Detention Center, 146 CCA Road, Lumpkin, 
Stewart County, Georgia.

REMBERT understood the statement and wished to continue with the interview.

Upon arriving to the incident location, REMBERT saw inmate JEAN CARLOS 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH laying on the cell floor with a sheet wrapped around 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s neck. Detention Officer FRANKLIN SIMMONS removed the 
sheet from JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s neck. A few minutes later, the medical staff arrived 
and began CPR. 

Approximately 10 minutes later, Stewart County EMS arrived and began CPR on 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. EMT’s placed JIMENEZ-JOSEPH on a stretcher and took 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH to the ambulance. 

REMBERT has worked Segregation Unit 7A in the past but did not have much 
interaction with JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. The times that REMBERT had seen 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH in the past, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH would yells statements like “JULIUS 
CEASAR” and would jump up and down in front of the cell door. Other times, 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH would not speak at all. 

REMBERT was unaware of any Detention Officers or inmates that had issues with 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH in the past. REMBERT did not have any keys for Segregation Unit 
7A, due to REMBERT not being assigned to Segregation Unit 7A. The Detention 
Officer assigned to Segregation Unit 7A would be the only Detention Officer that had a 
key to Segregation Unit 7A cells.

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INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 
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On Tuesday, May 23, 2017, at approximately 3:42 p.m., GBI Special Agent JUSTIN 
LOWTHORPE was located at the Marion County Courthouse, Buena Vista, Marion 
County, Georgia. At that location, SA LOWTHORPE contacted KARINA KELLY, 
NERINA JOSEPH, CINDY ESCOBAR-CARDENAS, and ANDREW FREE via telephone. 
KELLY was identified as the sister of JEAN CARLOS JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. NERINA 
was identified as the mother of JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. ESCOBAR-CARDENAS identified 
as a translator to assist with the language barrier between SA LOWTHORPE and 
NERINA. FREE was identified as the family’s attorney for JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was identified as the victim regarding this investigation. SA 
LOWTHORPE contacted KELLY and NERINA regarding any information KELLY and 
NERINA could provide in this investigation. It was noted, this interview was a 
conference call between all parties. 

KELLY stated essentially the following: 

JIMENEZ-JOSEPH had displayed concerning behavior over the past year. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH sometimes acted like JIMENEZ-JOSEPH had multiple personalities. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH had been admitted to the Mental Crisis Unit in Wake County, North 
Carolina, approximately (2) times prior to JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s incarceration. There was 
a 3rd time JIMENEZ-JOSEPH went to a Mental Crisis Unit but would not consent to any 
medical treatment. 

KELLY never visited JIMENEZ-JOSEPH while JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was incarcerated at 
the Stewart Detention Center, in Lumpkin, Stewart County, Georgia. KELLY 
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talked to JIMENEZ-JOSEPH via telephone everyday. 

KELLY tried to help JIMENEZ-JOSEPH get through the tough times JIMENEZ-JOSEPH 
was going through. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH felt JIMENEZ-JOSEPH would be incarcerated 
at that facility forever. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH did not want to get arrested because of the 
TRUMP administration and JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s past arrest record. KELLY and 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH talked about making sure JIMENEZ-JOSEPH had an attorney and 
assisted JIMENEZ-JOSEPH in obtaining an attorney. 

On an unknown date, in approximately March 2017, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was assaulted 
by an unknown Philippine inmate in the Stewart Detention Center. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH 
wanted to file a police report regarding the incident but had problems getting the incident 
report to police. 

After the incident, KELLY assisted JIMENEZ-JOSEPH in filing for a U-VISA. KELLY 
worked for MARTINEZ Immigration Law in Kansas. MEGAN GALICIA worked with 
KELLY. MEGAN and KELLY faxed documents to Stewart Detention Center for 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH to sign but the documents were never received by 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. 

JIMENEZ-JOSEPH felt everyone was against JIMENEZ-JOSEPH and that no one 
wanted to help JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH never told KELLY that 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH wanted to harm JIMENEZ-JOSEPH before the incident when 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH tried to commit suicide by jumping off of a 2nd story floor at the 
Stewart Detention Center. 
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The date of the jumping incident, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH called NERINA and told NERINA 
what happened. After that incident, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH called KELLY. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH told KELLY that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was tired of everything. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH wanted to “end it” and was “sick and tired of being at that place”. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH told NERINA that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was the “system’s puppet”. 

KELLY and numerous family members got involved in telephone conversations with 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH to help JIMENEZ-JOSEPH get through the tough times and 
discussed life in Panama if JIMENEZ-JOSEPH did get deported. KELLY talked to 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH and tried to explain that this horrible situation could turn out great. 

On Friday, May 12, 2017, at approximately 3:30 p.m., KELLY contacted 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH via telephone. KELLY and JIMENEZ-JOSEPH discussed the 
U-Visa process. KELLY felt that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was not acting normal. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH did not seem motivated or optimistic. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH seemed 
discouraged. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH felt that everyone was against JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH stated that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was unable to pray because of the 
voices. 

During one of the telephone conversations, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH told KELLY that 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH attempted suicide in the past. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was not 
contemplating suicide at the time JIMENEZ-JOSEPH told KELLY about the past 
attempts. The attempted suicide talk happened randomly during a conversation. The 
1st attempt occurred when JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was a teenager in Kansas, and a rope 
was involved. The 2nd attempt was on an unknown date in approximately 
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2010, in Kansas. 

Regarding the incident when JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was assaulted in the Stewart Detention 
Center, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH told KELLY the assault was recorded by the Detention 
Center’s cameras. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH received a busted nose, busted lip, injured 
testicles, and JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s glasses were broken. 

After the fight, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was placed in solitary confinement. After the staff 
watched the surveillance footage, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was returned to general 
population. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was placed in solitary confinement a 2nd time after the 
jumping incident, in which JIMENEZ-JOSEPH tried to end JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s life or at 
least harm JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. 

KELLY called the Stewart Detention Center after the jumping incident to inquire about 
any medical treatment JIMENEZ-JOSEPH received. KELLY never received an answer 
from the Stewart Detention Center. The Stewart Detention Center was not giving 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH enough medical attention regarding JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s previously 
reported psychosis. 

NERINA stated essentially the following: 

JIMENEZ-JOSEPH received medical treatment prior to being incarcerated at the 
Stewart Detention Center, but NERINA was never given an official diagnosis. Over the 
past year, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH started making significant changes. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH 
went to a mental facility in Wake County, North Carolina, during that time. 
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On an unknown date, in approximately 2016, law enforcement in Wake County, North 
Carolina, found JIMENEZ-JOSEPH hallucinating in an unknown park. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was transported to a mental facility. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was not 
given a diagnosis but did receive medication. After JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s release, 
NERINA was advised that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH may have been under the influence of 
marijuana. 

NERINA’s conversations with JIMENEZ-JOSEPH once JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was initially 
detained at the Stewart Detention Center were confusing. The conversation were 
confusing because neither NERINA nor JIMENEZ-JOSEPH had answers regarding 
court, lawyers, and deportation. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was concerned about being 
deported back to Panama. At that time, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH called NERINA daily. 

After the assault incident, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH stopped calling every day. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH did not call NERINA for (3) days, NERINA realized something was 
wrong with JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. When JIMENEZ-JOSEPH would call, 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH seemed different and irritated. 

On an unknown date, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH stated to NERINA that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH 
was tired of that place and “I tried to kill myself”. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH further stated that 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH felt like a puppet to the system. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH told NERINA 
that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH jumped off of the 2nd floor. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH told NERINA 
that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH yelled all night stating “Get me out of here, I am NAPOLEON, 
get me out of here”. NERINA realized JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was mentally unbalanced. 
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During (1) of the telephone conversations, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH JIMENEZ-JOSEPH told 
NERINA that the guards told JIMENEZ-JOSEPH that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was not crazy. 
NERINA was unable to hear what the guards were actually saying to 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. 

During telephone conversations with JIMENEZ-JOSEPH, NERINA would conference in 
other family members to help motivate JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH would 
express feelings to family members but never told family members that 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH wanted to harm JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. 

On Saturday, May 13, 2017, at approximately 11:00 a.m., NERINA attended visitation at 
the Stewart Detention Center to visit with JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH 
seemed happy because it was a Mother’s Day visit. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH expressed 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s feelings and talked about numerous things. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH 
talked about all the different outcomes and possibilities of things that may happen. 
NERINA and JIMENEZ-JOSEPH laughed a lot and JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was happy. 
NERINA was concerned that the staff had not provided JIMENEZ-JOSEPH with stamps 
for JIMENEZ-JOSEPH to mail medical diagnostic paperwork to the attorney. 

JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was unsure what medication that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was receiving. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH did not discuss suicide or self-harm during visitation. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH advised that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was not going to call on Sunday, 
May 14, 2017, but planned to call on Monday, May 15, 2017.

FATTALEH stated 
essentially the following: 

FATTALEH was working on the morning of May 15, 2017. FATTALEH was dispatched 
along with EMT JUSTIN BROWN to the Stewart Detention Center. The call was 
regarding a possible suicide attempt. 

When FATTALEH and BROWN arrived at the prison, FATTALEH and BROWN went to 
the medical wing but were told to go to the cell block. FATTALEH arrived at the cell 
block and 7 or 8 Detention Officers were gathered around. (1) unknown female subject 
had a video camera and was recording. (2) unknown subjects were doing CPR on a 
patient later identified as JEAN CARLOS JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was 
further identified as the victim regarding this investigation. 

FATTALEH sent BROWN out to the ambulance to get more equipment. Prison staff 
had attached an AED to JIMENEZ but the AED said “do not shock”. FATTALEH 
removed the AED and put a different AED on JIMENEZ. The 2nd AED said do not 
shock. 

FATTALEH did not see any obvious signs of strangulation. Electrodes were placed on 
JIMENEZ which showed no strong activity. However, since there was activity, 
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FATTALEH continued life saving measures. 

JIMENEZ was loaded into the ambulance and transported to Phoebe Sumter Medical 
Center in Americus, GA. While in route, FATTALEH was on the phone with the hospital 
advising what had happened and giving the hospital updates. 

While in the cell at the prison, FATTALEH did not notice much other than 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. FATTALEH was not focused on the bystanders.

INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 
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On Thursday, May 25, 2017, at approximately 12:28 p.m., GBI Special Agent JUSTIN 
LOWTHORPE was located at the Stewart Detention Center, 146 CCA Road, Lumpkin, 
Stewart County, Georgia. While at that location, SA LOWTHORPE contacted ABEL 
BLANCO-RAMIREZ and FRANCES LABOY. BLANCO-RAMIREZ was identified as a 
witness regarding this investigation. BLANCO-RAMIREZ was further identified as an 
inmate at the Stewart Detention Center. LABOY was identified as a translator to assist 
with the language barrier between SA LOWTHORPE and BLANCO-RAMIREZ. SA 
LOWTHORPE contacted BLANCO-RAMIREZ regarding any information 
BLANCO-RAMIREZ could provide in this investigation. 

Prior to the interview, LABOY read the GBI Waiver of Rights form to 
BLANCO-RAMIREZ. BLANCO-RAMIREZ acknowledged that BLANCO-RAMIREZ 
understood BLANCO-RAMIREZ’s rights and was willing to talk with SA LOWTHORPE. 
BLANCO-RAMIREZ signed the Waiver of Rights form. BLANCO-RAMIREZ stated 
essentially the following: 

On Sunday, May 14, 2017, at an unknown time, BLANCO-RAMIREZ and JEAN 
CARLOS JIMENEZ-JOSEPH were on the recreational yard. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was in 
the very last cell. BLANCO-RAMIREZ had been advised by other inmates that 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH had mental problems and previously jumped off of a 2nd story 
ledge. 

On Monday, May 15, 2017, at approximately 1:00 a.m., BLANCO-RAMIREZ noticed

JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s cell light was turned off. An unknown Detention Officer checked 
on JIMENEZ-JOSEPH then returned to a seat at the main table. BLANCO-RAMIREZ 
heard loud a bang noise on a cell door. The Detention Officer walked directly to 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s cell and opened the cell door. The medical staff arrived and 
appeared to perform CPR on JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. When JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was 
transported from the cell out of Unit 7A, JIMENEZ-JOSEPH did not have a shirt on. 
BLANCO-RAMIREZ could not initially see inside JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s cell because the 
light was off. BLANCO-RAMIREZ believed that medical staff did all that medical staff 
could do to help JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. 

That incident was causing BLANCO-RAMIREZ to become extremely stressed. Medical 
Staff was not doing all that medical staff could do to help BLANCO-RAMIREZ. 
BLANCO-RAMIREZ was not happy with BLANCO-RAMIREZ’s treatment from medical 
staff. 

At the time of the incident regarding this investigation, BLANCO-RAMIREZ was housed 
in Segregation Unit 7A, Cell 119. 

This interview was audio recorded and digitally attached to this summary. 

The original Waiver of Rights form was placed in the rear of the case file. A copy of that 
form was digitally attached to this summary.

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On Friday, May 26, 2017, at approximately 12:00 p.m., GBI Special Agent JUSTIN 
LOWTHORPE was located at the GBI Region 3 Field Office, Americus, Sumter County, 
Georgia. While at that location, SA LOWTHORPE reviewed the handheld video 
camera footage taken by Detention Officers during the incident regarding this 
investigation. The victim regarding this investigation was identified as JEAN CARLOS 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. JIMENEZ- JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was identified as an inmate at the 
Stewart Detention Center, 146 CCA Road, Lumpkin, Stewart County, Georgia. 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was further identified as being housed in Segregation Unit 7A, Cell 
102, at the time of the incident. 

The incident regarding this investigation was discovered on Monday, May 15, 2017, at 
approximately 12:45 a.m. At that time, Detention Officer FREDDY WIMS discovered 
JIMENEZ-JOSEPH hanging from a white sheet in Cell 102. It was undetermined what 
time the actual incident began. SA LOWTHORPE’s purpose was to review the 
handheld video camera footage that was taken at the time Detention Officer OCTAVI A 
BRADFORD responded and began recording the incident for documentation purposes. 
SA LOWTHORPE logged the events that were observed on the handheld video camera 
footage. The handheld video camera footage lasted approximately 31 minutes. 

Based on the video surveillance footage provided from the wall-mounted cameras, it 
appeared that WIMS conducted a cell check of Cell 102 on Monday, May 15, 2017, at 
approximately 12:43 a.m. At that time, WIMS appeared to have called the “Medical 
Emergency” call via radio. Numerous other Detention Officers and medical 
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staff responded. 

Based on the video surveillance footage provided from the wall-mounted cameras, it 
appeared that the previous cell check of Cell 102 was conducted by Lieutenant 
GERALD RICHARDSON on Sunday, May 14, 2017, at approximately 11:58 p.m. It did 
not appear that any actions occurring in the cell raised any alarm with RICHARDSON. 

The people identified in the handheld video camera footage were identified as follows: 

1. JEAN CARLOS JIMENEZ-JOSEPH (Victim / found wearing no shirt and red pants). 

2. Stewart Detention Center Detention Officers FREDDY WIMS, FRANKLIN 
SIMMONS, LYNN MARTIN, JAVARIS DANIEL, and MICHAEL CHRISTIAN (Wearing 
Detention Officer uniforms). Numerous other Detention Officers were seen on the 
footage but not identified based on the footage.

4. Stewart County EMT’s ALEX FATALLAH (wearing a blue shirt) and JUSTIN BROWN

LOWTHORPE viewed was not time stamped. SA LOWTHORPE logged the time of the 
events based on the amount of time that lapsed while viewing the video in Windows 
Media Player. Therefore, the times listed below are based on SA LOWTHORPE's 
event log, and should be read as Minute:Second. The times listed

FATALLAH continued 
chest compressions. ENGLISH continued squeezing the device. ANDERSON walked 
behind ENGLISH. 

31:09 - DANIEL and CHRISTIAN were standing in the main hallway near exit door. 
31:12- DANIEL and CHRISTIAN walked behind the stretcher. 

31:17— BROWN moved the stretcher outside to the Ambulance. 

31:24 - BROWN prepared the stretcher to be placed inside the Ambulance. 

FATALLAH continued chest compressions. ENGLISH continued squeezing the device. 
31:28 - End of Video camera footage. 

It was noted, numerous acts were conducted by FATALLAH and BROWN were not 
physically viewed on the video camera footage due to the view being obstructed. It 
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was further noted, numerous conversations occurred during the footage. Those 
conversations appeared to be regarding the medical treatment of JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. 
Those conversations were not documented verbatim and some were unable to be 
properly transcribed due to the numerous other noises heard during those 
conversations. 

The CD containing the handheld video camera footage was returned to the rear of the 
case file.

INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 
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On Thursday, June 1, 2017, at approximately 10:40 a.m., GBI Special Agent JUSTIN 
LOWTHORPE and Special Agent CLINT KARSTEN were located at the Stewart 
Detention Center, 146 CCA Road, Lumpkin, Stewart County, Georgia. While at that 
location, SA LOWTHORPE and SA KARSTEN contacted CAMILLE 
BAPTISTE-LOWERS. BAPTISTE-LOWERS was identified as the Stewart Detention 
Center Investigator. SA LOWTHORPE and SA KARSTEN contacted 
BAPTISTE-LOWERS regarding any information BAPTISTE-LOWERS could provide in 
this investigation. BAPTISTE-LOWERS stated essentially the following: 

On or about Wednesday, May 10, 2017, at approximately 3:00 p.m., Stewart County 
Sheriff’s Office Chief Deputy SCOTT CAMPBELL contacted BAPTISTE-LOWERS via 
telephone. CAMPBELL advised BAPTISTE-LOWERS that an inmate contacted 
CAMPBELL and requested to file a police report regarding being assaulted while 
incarcerated at the Stewart Detention Center. The inmate was identified as JEAN 
CARLOS JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. Normally, when an inmate requested to file a report, the 
report would go directly to BAPTISTE-LOWERS so BAPTISTE-LOWERS could 
investigate the incident. BAPTISTE-LOWERS was never made aware of any incidents 
involving JIMENEZ-JOSEPH being assaulted. 

On Thursday, May 11,2017, at approximately 5:01 p.m., BAPTISTE-LOWERS received 
a voicemail from KARINA KELLY. KELLY identified KELLY as a legal aid for a law firm. 
KELLY was further identified as JIMENEZ-JOSEPH’s sister. KELLY requested an 
update on the assault against JIMENEZ-JOSEPH. 
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BAPTISTE-LOWERS began searching through the Stewart Detention Center’s records 
and discovered a “detainee on detainee fight report” on approximately Saturday, April 
13, 2017. The report stated the incident occurred in Unit 6B. The report further 
documented a “detainee on detainee fight” occurring between JIMENEZ-JOSEPH and 
CHUH A. A was identified as an inmate at the Stewart Detention Center. After 
reviewing the entire “detainee on detainee fight report”, both JIMENEZ-JOSEPH and A 
were placed in segregation cells due to the fight. JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was soon 
returned to a general population cell after it was determined that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH 
was assaulted during the incident. 

BAPTISTE-LOWERS did not have any knowledge of the fight/assault at the time of the 
incident until being advised by CAMPBELL. BAPTISTE-LOWERS was not able to 
further research into the fight/assault before being made aware on Monday, May 15, 
2017, that JIMENEZ-JOSEPH was deceased. Stewart Detention Center Sergeant 
SHAMIIONE HOLIFIELD would be the person to contact regarding the fight/assault 
incident. 

BAPTISTE-LOWERS advised SA LOWTHORPE that BAPTISTE-LOWERS would 
provide SA LOWTHORPE with the incident report and video surveillance footage 
regarding the fight at a later time. Receipt of those documents were documented in a 
separate summary. 

BAPTISTE-LOWERS provided SA LOWTHORPE with the “Restricted Housing Roster 
Report” forms regarding the following dates: 

1. Friday, May 12, 2017. 

2. Monday, May 15, 2017. 
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3. Thursday, June 1, 2017. 

BAPTISTE-LOWERS provided SA LOWTHORPE with the “Inmate Information Sheet” 
forms for the inmates that were determined to be in Segregation Unit 7A at the time of 
the incident regarding this investigation.
